Election/R strictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
Group I, claim(s) 1-16 and 51-66, drawn to an computing element for application 

specific, classified in class 712, subclass 36. 

Group II, claim(s) 17-36 and 67-84, drawn to an electronic device having a 
plurality of computing elements with a reconfigurable interconnect, classified in class 
712, subclass 15. 

Group III, claim(s) 37-50, drawn to a spread spectrum communication device, 
classified in class 375, subclass 130. 

Group IV, claim(s) 85-90, drawn to a method of implementing a design 
configuration on a configurable electronic device, classified in class 716, subclass 1 . 

Group V, claim(s) 91-98, drawn to a method of operating an electronic device 
communicating with another electronic device, classified in class 375, subclass 219. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because subcombination of group I does 
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not require a reconfigurable interconnect. Tlie subcombination has separate utility such 
as a satellite kernel coupled to an interface and a local controller. 

Inventions III and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP §
